San FiiA.Ncisc'o, July 21,— It is prophe- 
sied on all hands that the Southern Pacific 
strike will be settled by Monday next. It 
ia rumored about that negotiations of some 
sort are pending between the strike loaders 
and tho railroad ofiloiala, but theso rumors 
carintJt ho poBilively authenticated. It ia 
sin.ply known that the strikers at Oakland 
wired to President Debs asking whether 
thoy were authorized to negotiate with tho 
railroad oilioiuls, and that Debs answered, 
practically instructing the California unions 
tn act as they should deem advisable. In 
the face of these stories of pending negotia- 
tions it is a significaDt fact that the strikers 
are no longer offering any violent resistance, 
and the numbers of guards goini; out on trains 
h la boon greatly reduced. Notwithstand- 
ing I lieee pvidencea of a dcpiro on tho pairt 
«f both aidiN for peace, the cllicialH atill in- 
Hi«l that tlicy ar(^ running their trains with- 
(Hit thc li'dHt flKiicully, hiring no mor(i men, 
while lliii Hlrik'ira, on the other hand, de- 
clare that tbn company'd operating depart- 
rni-iii ii hlill woefully crippled. The ruil- 
roiul iiianagera, however, though lliey have 
been aBneriiiig for several days that all 
traiiiH are running aa uaual, have regularly 
annulled aeveral imporlanl traina. I.iat 
night, for the lirat lime Binoi! the strike wua 
b'.gun, the north bound Oregon cxpreaa waa 
tent out, and not until to-morroiv night at 
leaat, will tho evening caat-baund overland 
train bo rcatored. At .Sacramento to-day 
<)()',) men aro at work in thc ahope. On Fri- 
day only V2G won o uild be induced to ro- 
tKrn. Tho poat-ollic i department hue witli- 
drawn its ('oaat maila from tho Btcamsiiipe 
and lian fully reatored its servico on tho rail- 
roads. It ia claimed, toe, that tho last of 
ilio delayod Kaatern mail has reached San 
Franciiico. 

Aboui I lie beat indication that could lie 
given (hat the Soul horn I'ucilic oHiuials aro 
uincoro in their ausorliuna that the back- 
bone of tho strike ia fractured beyond hope 
of rcuowing vitality is contained in the fol- 
lowing notice to the public, given out to- 
day : 

" Tlie Southern Faoifio oompany an- 
nounces that tho entire Pacific system is 
open for freight business. Through freight 
of all kind.i can 1)0 shipped via the Sunset, 
I'U Paso aud Moj-ive rontoa. The Ogdon 
routn will open lo morrow for alt traffic vio 
tlio Kio (Jrande and its connections, also 
tho Union I'ooifio and connoctioLs, with- 
out reatilctloii, l>ut live aleck and per- 
iohablu freight dentined to pointa north 
of Dillon and to |iointB on the t)rot'on 
Railway it Navigation wcat of Celilo and 
eaal oi Portland cannot be receivuil for the 
proucnt. Tho Shasta route is opened to- 
day, but the Northern Pacifio is only pre- 
pared to reoeive abipmsDti la moderate 



Seatti.k, July 21,— Although tho Great 
Northern railroad has juab emerged from the 
throes of a strike another one ia threatened. 

Last evening President Biondo, of tho Amer- 
ican Railway Union, received tho following 
dispatch from Jamos Hogan, of Chicago, one 
of the organizers of the American Railway 
Union, who stepped into the shoes vacated 
by Dobs v/hea ho went to jail : 

"TheOroat Northern ia assisting other 
rouds at tho Twin Citiou. W'n have ro- 
(jueated ProBident Hill to atop thia. If he 
doea not you will be re(|ucated to atrike. 
Answer." 

Preaident iilondo received the meoaugo bo 
late ilmt ho could not bring tho matter up 
beforo the local Americm liaihvay Union, 
but a meeting will be called to-day to con- 
sider tho metier aud lakii action, at which 
time Mr. Iilondo will notify Mr. Hogan by 
wire. In speaking of the dispatch last even- 
ing, Mr. Iilondo said : 

Tho Groat Northern at tho Twin Cities 
haa been aiding tho other roada to make up 
Lraine, transferring cars, etc., aud this the 
:\morioun railway will not aland. Hero 
in Seattle tho Croat Northern has been 
assisting tho Seattle, Lake Shore >t Kaatern 
to handle traflic by truDsforring freight cara, 
etc, I notified Superintendent Copelund 
that this must stop, and he promised me 
that it would. I told him tout the boys 
would probably be oalled out if he did not 
(|uit bundling tho oars of the Northern 
PaoiSo except auoh bt we were willing he 
should. 

" I also warned the agent here, Mr. Wil- 
son, that wo would notjoountenance the aid 

iog of the Lake Shore or the Northern Paci 
Qo and he told me that ho had nothing to 
do with it and that I would have to sou Mr. 
Copcland, Their transferring oars fron: one 
road to onother may now reault in a tie up 
on the Great Northern, I tried to find Mr 
Copeland to nightbul I learned that ho waa 
out of tho city, ' 

A rumor that a strike on tho Creat Nortl. 
orn waa impending waa afloat two duya ogo 
and a n^porter asked one of the trainmen if 
ho had been notified of it. He replied fn 
great surprise : 

" What : Wo go out '.' It can't bo I We 
just had a strike and got all wo asked for, 
We've got no kick coming now." 

He was then told about the dispatch re- 
ceived by Prfsidcnt Hlondo and tho train- 
man was puzzled. His face assumed a down- 
cast oxpreasion and he said ; 

" Well, I don't want to go out, but if tho 
order cornea that will settle it. I can't 
allow rnyaelf to be called a ' scab.' " 

Then he brightened up and laughed : 

" liut won't old Jim Hill tear his hair. 
He'd just had a strike, and if ho has another 
he'll go crar.y, auro,'' 

Hut it ia intimated that 3'residont Hill 
will have no idea of going crazy. A train- 
man aaid last evening : " I believe it is a 
put-up job. Hill lost his tight with us. We 
got what we contended for and now he feels 
sore. He believes we are going to lose this 
strike and is merely endeavoring to make us 
go out again. Then, of course, if the strike 
is lost his obligation to us will be abrogated, 
and ho can employ whom he pleases and pay 
them to suit himseif."

Sackamknto, July 21.— Kuilroad matters 
were cjuiet here Inst evening. Three arrests 
were made during tho day of strikers who 
tried to intimidate men from working. The 
only incident of noto was an attempt to 
cripple or wreck tiio Placorviiio train that 
left tho city at 5 p.m. It stopped at tho 
Buiralo brewery, on Twenty-first street, to 
load ice, and wliilu this was being done twu 
tnon opened the air brakes and tried to un- 
couple cars, A deputy marahal was on the 
train and captured one of the men and 
turned them over to the United States mar- 
ahal.

AT PULLMAN. 



MilltlR Oiilled Out to Preserve Order at the 
rolls— ilperiUlona at the Shops. 

UiiiCAco, July 21. — Tho unusual sight of 
militia called to preserve order at tho polla 
was witnessed at Pullman yesterduy. At 
the polling place of the Sixth primary dis- 
trictof thoThirty-fourth ward, locatodatthe 
Pullman engine house, a fight was waged 
between tho factions supporting George W. 
Miller and Frank Kobey for nomination for 
the Third senatorial diatrict. Miller's in- 
teresta at tho I'ullman polls were in charge 
of Alderman Chadwick, while the Americ in 
Railway Union candidate, Robey, was sup- 
ported by a 1-irge crowd of the 
atrikoro, Tho latter claimed that their 
men were not having fair play, and that 
Miller had two or ihr^e judges and all of 
tho clerka. They plaoed William Birk- 
heir at the polls as a challen- 
ger, and Alderman Chadwick demurred, 
claiming that Birkhoff waa not a reaidcnt of 
the district, Thia cauaed a lively row, and 
for a timo it looked aa if the crowd, whioh 
had rapidly increased, would olean out the 
polling place. The police were notified and 
aont a patrol wagon with Lieut, Bassett and 
eight ofiSoers to the scene. At the same 
time BOtno one sent for the troops, and two 
detachments of Company F, firat regiment, 
were aont on tho double (juick to tho polls. 
Tho ahow ot force prevented any trouble, 
and thc police drove tho crowd back. 

The Pullman laundry atarted yesterday 
with tt force of forty girls, most of whom 
were old eniployea. Men were at work in 
the f hopa cleaning and oiling and making 
inspections, and in addition 2.j(l applicationa 
were received from old workmen. 

At I o'clock, when the laundry girla quit 
work und left tho worka, they were sur- 
rounded by u demonstrative mob of SIJO to 
1,()(J0 women and children. Several police- 
men were on bond and gave them protec- 
tion. No arrcata were made. Tho police 
were not uccuotomod to dealing with a 
crowd of the fetninino gender, and did little 
more than keep the moat turbulent women 
from seizing hold of the frightened girls. 

At 5 o'clock fifty HoUandora who have 
been employed about the works as lumber 
shovcra for the track gradera and repairers 
left tho works for their homos in Roaeland, 
Thoy had a guard of sixteen policemen, 
commanded by Lieut, I'jasett. Scarcely 
h'ld tbey reached homo when one hundred 
atrikera surrounded them, Tho police 
charged the crowd several timea with a lib- 
eral use of clubs before they dispersed. 

THE SOUTHERN SOUDAN. 

Conc('rt<'(l Action of England and Italy 
Watched With Grave ApprelicnBlon, 

Hhiu.in, July 21,— Tho concorted notion 
of^Italy and England ia the Southern Sou- 
dan is watched with apprehension by the 
foreign oflioe, as it is likely to lead to com- 
plications with France and Russia, thus in- 
terfering with the Emperor William's policy. 
Tho news from Rome is to the effeot that an 
Anglo-Italian treaty for common action in 
Africa already exists, and that the entente 
includes a provision for the harmonious ac- 
tion ef the Italian and British oonania in the 
African colonies. The treaty does not ap- 
peal to tile sympathiea of the German gov- 
ernment. It is foreseen that Franco may 
make Italy's occupation of Kassala an ex- 
cuse for tho agitation of tho Egyptian 
i|ue8tion, may increase her demands for 
territory in the Congo region, and may inaiat 
upon extending the French Hinterland to 
the White Nile, It is quite reasonublo to 
supposo that French aooaitivenees and jeal- 
oui-y will bo more excited by the Anglo 
Italian miiutt than thoy wers by the Anglo- 
lU'lgiiui treaty, Thia irieiiiB that all the 
dillicultica, temoved Ijy tho Kmporor Wil- 
liam when ho forced lOngland to cancel most 
of the Anglo-Belgian agreoinont, will be re- 
newed with uggravai od force.

China Has Notifica Japanese Vessels 
Not to Enter Treaty 
Ports 



SiiA.NoiiAi, July 21. — An unconfirmed 
rumor is current bore that war has been 
doclared between China and Jopan, The 
Chinese are blocking the northern porta of 
the Yang tee Kiacg. Incoming vessels are 
compelled to pass near the Joosuug forts. 
It is^ reported that Japan has forbidden 
the Vusen-Kaiah oompany'a Btoamer to leave 
Japanese waters Japan has chartered all 
of the Miteui Bussan Company ships in ad- 
dition to those of tho Vuaen-Kaish compary. 

London, July 21.— A Y okohama dispatch 
says : Corea has consented to Japan's re- 
form proposals. American and B itish 
marines have been landed to protect their 
respective legations in Corea. China re- 
quesled Japan not to permit Japanese war- 
ships to outer tho treaty ports, Japan re- 
plied that oho would maintain her right to 
enter the treaty ports at any time. A war- 
like feeling prevails in Yokohama, 

Wasuinoton, July 21.— Gozo Santeno, 
the Japanese minister, places no oredenoe in 
the report from Shanghai, via London, that 
war has been declared between China and 
J-»pan. He says, and recent experiences 
abundantly confirm his statement that 
Shanghai is the birth place of many ground- 
less rumors sent out for speoulativo pur- 
poses, and he thinks that he would have 
heard a declaration of hostilities if there 
had been one.

VANCOUVER. 

Vascoitvkk, July 21.— The Lynn trial ia 
the only topic of convoraution in Vuncouvsr. 
During the four daya of tho trial thoro wore 
niftny aurpriaeB. Tho boy'a atory waa most 
datn»Riug to Lynn, but tho lad practically 
denied it all on croaa examlnation, and tho 
Justice ruled it out entirely aa ovidonoo. 
Tho jurymen wore much youncjor on the 
whole than those uaually oliosen in a murder 
trial, and the cheory waa advanced on all 
eidea that they would never aijroc, and a 
claaa of men who cannot refrain from bet- 
ting on the slightcflt provocatiuu worn olfnr- 
ing odda against a verdict of guilty. After 
the verdict waa given, however, no one 
could be found that hadn't " told you ao." 
Tho priaonor waa put into tho witneas 
box. Tho prosecution had for three 
daya labored to prove that Lynn had shot 
Green, and at the end of that time Lynn 
went into tho box and quietly aoknowlodgod 
the shooting. With the exception of one or 
two grave inoouaiatencioa Lynn's Btory was 
borne out by tho evidence, and many people 
believed it, or at least believed that there 
had been a row between the three men ; but 
now that the vordtot ia known, all acknowl- 
edf;o that Lynn's atory waa only a clever 
oonooo^ion, and it would have been better, 
in the light of after events, to have kept 
him oat of the box, as far aa defence was 
oonoerned. Daring the time Mr. Davis, 
the lawyer for the defence, was ad- 
dresslDg the jury, the prisoner's 
mother was in the court roon', 
and the prisoDer thus far enabled to pre- 
eerve a remarkable aoolneaa, broke down 
when he beard the balf-aappreaaed sobs of 
hia mother. Thia was the only nooaaion on 
which Lynn ahowed any feeling. The 
judge'a charge to the jury ia intereating in 
the face of the remarkable atory of the 
prisoner. Juaticj Drake said : " Gentlomen, 
I'm sure you are tired. The trial has been a 
long one, but you are yet to perform your 
most important duty. In thia trial the 
prisoner has given evidence in hia own bo- 
half. Vou must take into consideration 
that in giving evidence he has the knowl- 
edge of the charge of an awful crime hang- 
ing over him, and it is for you to bolievo or 
not tho story he tells, and to estimate to 
what extent it ia borne out by the evidence. 
You can return one of three verdicts — 
guilty, not ^uilty,oriii'iDBlaughler. Iwillex- 
plain toyou tho meaningof niurderorculpable 
homicide in the eyes ol the law. If a party 
killH another and ho alleges not criminally, 
he must prove that the oircumatancca sur- 
rounding the case reduce the crime to man- 
slaughter. When a man's life is in danger, 
if. he is in such a position that ho cannot es- 
cape, he ia justified in taking life. Self de- 
fence, however, ia a plea always put up, and 
I do not remember an instance where it waa 
not advanced under similar circumstances 
in British Columbia. I will briefly review 
thia case. The bodies of the men who were 
killed were in the following positions : Tay- 
lor's head was lying towards tho corner of 
the room and the feet were in the direction 
of the door, four or five feet from the wall. 
Green's shoulder was againat tho wall, and 
hia body was near tho door. Tho 
prisoner allegea that, when ho wont 
in, Taylor and Green were quar- 
reling. He also aaya that Green 
waa amokiog a pipe. It ia hardly possible, 
if Green was smoking a pipe, that he ahonld 
use the violent language attributed to him, 
and further go and get a guo for the parpoae 
of shooting. ' The prisoner says tb&t T&ylor 
was sitting in hia chair, and Green was sit- 
ting on the bed, and they were talking 
about getting breakfast. This was between 
8 and 9 in the morning. If Green's body 
waa then in tho condition as it waa when 
found ho waa only partially dressed, (when 
the body waa found tho drawers were pulled 
down over the ankles.) Was ho in thia con- 
dition when he crossed the room to get tho 
guu ? The prisoner suya ho crossed tho 
room and took the rillo, and ho (Lynn) said 
" don't, shoot," but Green immediately shot 
at Taylor, then at him. Groen would not 
have seemed iu the condition to move around 
without sticks and do thia. Tho 
priaoner .laya Greon tired two shots when ho 
look the rifle away and Greon fell. Tho 
priaoner then walked away ton yards out- 
side. Remember Green was on the ground 
with the clothing about his ankies. Ho 
could not get up very well. Ho might have 
wriggled to the door. Prisoner said he came 
to the door and waa standing there. Tho 
prisoner had time to got away, according to 
the meaning of the act to put tho tree or the 
honse in his way when he would have been 
safe. The prisoner says that he fired, and 
that Green dropped and lay where he fell. 
Then how did the blood got on tho chair 
which was three feel away from Green '.' 
Lynn aaya Green never moved after be waa 
abot ; then bow did the blood get on the 
chair, if yon believe what the prisoner says .' 
The prisoner saya further that he never 
thought of robbing the place till he saw the 
men were dead. That ia a matter 
to be believed or not. In refer- 
ence to what the priaoner said to 
the police constable. I do not lay much 
stress on that. The reliability of the wit- 
ness ( ilenny lias l)eun very much attacked. 
You, gentlemen of the jury, nuiat Judge for 
yourselves. Tho police inuat Imvo the 
assistance of detectives, uo that criminals 
may bo brought to justice, and there ia thia 
to be said, if the prisoner shot Green in aelf 
defence aa he allegea, why did ho not make 
more of it to the witness dlenny'.' The jury 
was ilismissed with ilie usual caution aljuul 
arriving at their verdict from tho evidence 
alone. Their finding of guilty was not un 
oxpooted.

J. McDonald. 

The body of Miaa Li/./.ie Spillman, who 
waa drowned at Jericho, has been recovered 
50 yards from where it disappeared.

Nkw Wkst.min'^ti.ii, July '21. — Tho body 
of a man was picked up at the mouth of the 
river this morning, and Col. Pittendrigb 
wont down ti hold an inquest. 

The fine little launch Huron, owned by 
theFroaer River Fish Co., came to grief 
yesterday. She wan making a run up tho 
river for salmon when alio ran on a aunken 
log and stuck faat. The miahap occurred 
lome distance above Liverpool. The cap- 



tain returned to the city and engaged the 
Kiie to go up and tow tho Huron ofT, but on 
arriving at the scene of the dliastor tho 
craft was found keel uppermost, while her 
boiler was at tho bottom of the river. The 
wash from a passing steamer had filled the 
Huron and caused the second iiocident. 

McGillivray's pipe works were re-oponod 
thb morning. McGillivray & Co. have 
several large ordera on band, including 000 
feet of 14 inch pipe for the city of Van- 
couver ; 6,000 feet of 18 to 30 inch pipe for 
a mining enterprise at Yale, and a second 
order of 20,000 feet tor tho same company. 
These ordera will keep the works innning 
full time until next spring, and if several 
other large contracts in view are received 
another year'a operationa will be asaured.

PAEIS EXHIBITION-1900. 

.Some of the Proposed Features— It Will Bo 
Varied and Very Intereating. 

(Krom the San Krnnciaco Chronicle.) 

Though tho next French general expc- 
aition ia still six years in the future tho 
Paris nowapapers are diecusaiiig it, with 
aluioat as nmch animation aa if it wore to 
tako placo to-morrow, and numborleaa plana 
have alroaily been proposed to make it 
novel and interesting. Though tho direc- 
tor waa appointed last year tho placo 
where it will bo held has not been pre- 
cisely fixed, though it ia probable that it 
will occupy all tlie aito covered by tho I'jx- 
puoiiiiiU of ISSO, with a part of tho Champa 
Elyeoes, including tho great buildings used 
at preaont for agricultural, hortioultural 
and other industrial exhibitions, and by 
tho French artists for tho annual display 
of their pictures. 

Some of tho propositions made aro very 
curious. Among them may bo found tho 
following : An engineer proposes that the 
key of the expoaition bo a competition 
among those interested la lighting by elec- 
tricity, their ingenuity to be stimulated by 
premiums for the anooeasful solution of the 
following problems : First — Tranamiasion of 
light to a distance. Second— Photograph- 
ing in colors on paper. Third— Electric 
lighting by means of rapid elec- 
tric undnlationa. The laat point needs 
explanation. If eleotrio ourrenta are 
established of from .30,000 to 40,000 
vibrations a second, it has been found that 
tluy can bo utilized without danger. Then, 
having placed plates on the opposite sidua of 
an apartment properly connected with an 
electrical machine, with a force of 7,000 
volts, the atmosphere of the room becomes 
luminous, and non-conducting objaots 
placed between the walls become incandes- 
cent. In those conditions light ia prod'aoed 
without heat and without conductors. It is 
dasired to put thia princijile tu practical ute. 

A deputy, Moiiaiour DL'Toncle, proposes a 
gigantic telescope that ahall bring tho moon 
to williiu a distance of a yard from the eye, 
a project already declared impracticable by 
practical astronomers. He h»s also con 
coived the plan of a brou/.o boll weighing 
200,000 kilograms — that ia considerably 
o\er 200 tons — to bo placed in a great tower 
on the site of tho Tuileries, to announce the 
opening of tho exposition. The boll of 
Notre Dame weighs but twelve tons, and that 
which the Rusaiana propose to give the 
French will weigh only eighty. A coinpoti 
tion of the athlotee of the world ia suggest 
od, with a reproduction of tho Olympic 
games ; al so an immense fountain in which 
mercury ahall anpply the place of the more 
common and inexpensive fluid in ordinary 
uao. 

An eminent electrician, M. Trouvo, oirers 
to furnish an illuminated fountain falling 
from the third platform of the Eitlel tower, 
whose jots shall rise a thousand feet. The 
height of the jets of those of the fountain 
of 18S9 was only about sixty feet. The 
secretary of the chamber of deputies prom 
isea an exposition of the manner in which 
the legislative power operatea in all coun- 
tries, the way in which he will execute his 
project not being definitely explained, and 
Slme. Pegard, who anperintended the 
French department of the feminine exhibi 
tion at Chicago, deairea a similar exposition 
in lOOO. 

Many of the projects are ingenious, if 
nothing more, but their realization preeenta 
certain difficulties. Camille Flamarion, the 
astronomer, imagines a representation of 

the revolution of the earth as seen from the 
moon, tho satellites of our globe being repre 
Rented by dioramas and the different geo- 
logicjkl epochs, with their inhabitants, by 
moans of a well. An Italian has conceived 
tho plan of an exposition that the visitor can 
inspect in all its departments, remaining all 
the time comfortably eoated. The bazvar 
of Constantinople will be duplicated if a 
Fri'.ncli baruLi, un admirer of the Orient, can 
( btain tho re(iuisite space, and two classical 
Frouchmen dream of a aubtorranean exposi- 
tion, copied aa nearly aa possibly from tho 
mythological forge of Noplune, that ahal' 
shelter all tho arts and industries that oc- 
cupy themselves with the smelting ivnd 
fashioning of tho metals. It ia llie idea of 
an anonymous inventor to surriiuiid ilii 
lirst atory of tho Eill-jl tower, whicli ia I'.K 
foot higli, with a promenade aixly feet wide, 
conueeted with the surface of the earth liy 
moans of un ioolined bridge. An aerial fc'rry 
across tho Seine; a huge aquarium, th 
greatest ever constructed ; a captive balloon 
ascending .'{,000 feet ; a representation of a 
mine in operation in the quarries of the 
'Trooadero i and a Ruaaian village are among 
the other projaota more or less practical 
And four years remain for the reception of 
proposals before tho first stroke of work on 
the buildings will bo really commenced.

ANALYSIS OF WATER. 

T(i Tin; KiiiTou : — Having taken hundreds 
of aam[)les for anLil>eis, I would point out 
that neither tho oiiii given by Mr. Keith- 
Wilson nor that circulated through tho city 
can 1)0 accepted as an actual standard of the 
juality of tho water supply. I do not for a 
moment doubt the accuracy of the results in 
either case, but, as Mr. Wilson [joints 
oui, HO much depends upon tho coiiiiitioLS 
under which the sample is submitted. 'J'he 
only way it can be done to tho satiafactit n 
of the public and fair to tho water is for 
three representative gentlemen to lake two 
samples fr im tho lake, one juat as it il iw s 
into the Her vice pipe, tho other after it hua 
been well uiirred up and ita latent proper- 
ties mixed as they would bo after a heavy 
fall of rain ; then divide each samplu into 
throe parts, sealing them with a distinct 
seal mark, also an adhesive label with their 
signatures, so that there could be do possible 
doubt but that they were the samplei taken, 
■ending one to the leading analyst of 
Canada, the other to Dr. Boatook Bill, of 
Bimningham, England, who stands at tho 
head of his profession, being ohosen as an 
expert for the law courts. Then, if the rt- 
tulcs obtained by these gentlemen should 
not agree, the third samplo can bo sent lo 
Somerset Bouse, London, England, to 
whom all disputed results are sent by act ot 
parliament for an authoritative settli rnenr,. 
By this course wo should secure tho coudd 
enee of all interested in thi-! most iinportaiii 
(if all aanitaiy questions Tho cost of a com- 
plete analysis In Eogland will bo $16 per 
sample.

OUR WATBR SUPPLY. 

It K pleasant to see the Mayor and Alder 
men taking a lively intereat in tho water 
queation. Tho matter ia one of tho very 
first importance, and requires to be dealt 
with promptly and intelligently. The 
Mayor and Councillors Humphrey and 
Di7yer, after examining Elk Lake for them 
aelvee, are satisfied that its water fs pure, 
and ftll that remains to bo done in order 
give I'ne city good water ia to got ita aupply 
from E!k Lake direct. To do this will re- 
quire a eooaiderahle sum in hard 
oiab. Wonld it not be well, 
before they oominit the city to this expendi 
ture, to make themselves reagonably sure 
ih.ir after iho outliiy ia made the end they 
are ai ikitig will be ultulucd. It would be a 
great disappointment to them and to tbe 
ratepayers generally if, after forty-five or 
fifty thonsand dollars were expended in run 
ning a pipe into Elk Lake, the water, when 
it reaobed the city taps, would be no better 
than it ia now. There has been a good dea 
of money thrown away already on 
the waterworks, and it would not, 
wa aobmilii be prudent to reoklesaly 
throw away the very coBstderable 
sum we have mentioned. City Coaocils 
like other people should look before they 
leap. It is known that tho water supplied 
to the city la not nearly so good aa it ought 
to be, and it ia believed by many that the 
water of Elk Lake is good and can be con- 
veyed into the oity sweet and pure. How 
is this to bs done ! Are the Mayor and Ald- 
ermen and the publio spirited citizens who 
take an intereat in tho matter tlie proper 
peraone lo rivo tho iieat answer to this ijuca- 
tion ': We are inclined, with all due dufer- 
eaee to them all, to tay they 
are not. If the Mayor's watoh geia 
out of order he does not attempt 
to repair it himself. He gnes to the best 
walchniRker in the city and puta it in hia 
hands. He h'jlifvea lliU the wiitchmakcr 
uadoratauds hia buaiueag and he truats en- 
tirely to bis skilL Putting the waterworks 
of this city in good working order and caus- 
inc; them to send into the oity a plentiful 
aupply of good water at all soasona of tho 
year, il will huvo to be admitted, ia a more 
ditiicull j;.b than repsiirinj; a watch. The 
man who undertakes to aupply the city wilh 
pure Water from even the middle of KIk luko 
must, like the watchmaker, huvo special 
knowledge and professional skill. He must 
know to a certainty whether the water ia 
really good and he muat know \\ovi to keep it 
good. Ho niuat ulbo find out whether 
or not there is enough of it to aupply the 
present and future needs of the oity, Such 
a man is to be found, and aaob a man ought 
to be employed before the elty deaides to 
spend any considerable sum in an attempt 
to improve Iho wnterworka at Klk fjuko. 

Common eenuo und ordinary iirudeiico ro- 
(|uire thai when tho City Council aet about 
improving tho city's water supply they 
should do it thoroughly and once for all. 
Blind patobiuK txid cobbling is nothing 
bettor than a mere waste of money. The 
oity should got tho very beat advice that 
can he obtained, and tho Council should act 
upon that advico. Its adviaor should 
not only ho beyond question capable, 
but ho should be honest and impartial. 
There should nob attaoh to him tbe shadow 
of a suspioion of being InflueDoed by any 



earthly thing but a desire to do his duty to 
the boat of hia ability. Men of this kind 
are to bo founvi, and it in not easy to over- 
estimate the value of their servioea. Such 
men, however, do not work for nothing. 
They must ba paid well for what they do, 
but they are worth every dollar that they 
demand. If the City Counoil obtains the 
services of a first class engineer of high 
reputation, and if they follow his advico 
and act up to his instructions, they will not 
only get a good and a permanent water 
supply, but they will in all probability 
save the city hundroda of thou- 
sands of dollara. To go on pottering 
and aoting on the au(;geations of inexperi- 
oncod and unskilled men is the worst kind 
of extravagance. Money is being contlcu- 
ally expended and good reaulta are not ob- 
tained. 

Tho members of tho City Council have no 
more right to fool offendod because we con- 
tend that thoy are notqualiQed to undertake' 
without the best profeseional advice the 
direction of the improvement of the water 
aupply than they would to bo hurt if 
wo should maintain that there ia not a man 
among tlioni fit to conduot an intricate law- 
auit or to perform a difEoult surgioal opera- 
tion. 

TBE LAW nNDIOATMD. 

The conviction of Lynn must oonvinoo all 
hwleaa men in the I'rovinco that it is not 
aife 10 cominit crime within its limits. 
They see that the officers of justice aro alert 
and akilful, and that the courts, although 
thoy give the aoouaed every possible oppor- 
tunity for defence, are not to be trifled with. 
Lynn's crime waa committed under ciroum- 
stancca which mado discovery of tho criminal 
oxocedingly difficult. Hut tho Provmcial 
police wore soon on the track of the murder- 
er. Thoy followed up every clue with groat 
intelligenoe and perse veraooe, and after a 
long and at times disfaearteniag pursuit ap- 
prehended tho Ruilty man. When tho trial 
camo tho chain of evidence waa so strong 
and eo continuoua that it waa soon seen that 
escape waa impossible. Too much praise 
cannotbe given to Superintendent Hussey 
and hia aeaiatants for tbe cour- 
age and -skill thoy displayed in 
tracking the criminal and in collecting evi- 
dence. In this CUSP, as alao in that of Stroo- 
bel, tho intolligenco and good judgment ex- 
erclsdl by tho cllicera of tho law doaerve the 
highest commendation, Tbe people of 
British Columbia are to be congratulated on 
the fact that in every part of the Province 
the law la supremo. 



bonsiblo. The canal la certain to do tho 
United States an incalculable amount of 
good, and a great niauy United States citi- 
zens know it. Yot Congresa cannot be pre- 
vailed upon to guarantee whot ia, in a na- 
tional sense, a very moderate sum to aeoure 
its oonatruction and couirsl. Do tho Amer- 
icana intend to wait until tho British, aa 
they did with tho French with respect to 
tho Suez Canal, take the wind out of their 
sails ? 



A POLITICAL BIGOT. 

Although Sir Richard Cartwright ia a man 
of talent he ia very far indeed from being a 
broad-minded alaleeinau. lie ia a bigot in 
politics. Ho can see no good outside tho 
bounds of his amall political sect, and he 
never thinks of dealing senerously, or even 
fnirly, with those whom bo regards aa his 
opponenta. Hir Richard knows that Britiah 
Columbia oontrihutea far more than ita fair 
aharo towards the Federal rovonuo and ho 
also kaowB that the return it gets is not by 
any means in proportion to its contri- 
bution, yet he could not refrain 
from opposing tho grant of a small 
sabaidy to a railway required for the de- 
velopment of ono of British Columbia's ro- 
aources. The courijo taken and tbe languugo 
uacd by this Liberal leader will not be for- 
gotten by the electors of this Province. Ho 
takes a good deal of trouble to remind them 
that they need not expect juatioo from the 
Liberal party. Sir Richard exhibited hia 
innate narrowneas when ho aaid that an 
enormous burden h.id already been imposed 
on the people of Canada to give British Col- 
umbia a railway. He ought to be convinced 
by this time that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway was not built for Britiah 
Columbia. If Britiah Columbia waa alono 
to bo benefited that railway would never 
have been built. Ho forgeta, too, that the 
inhabitants of this I'rovinco have to boar 
more than their proportionate share of the 
burden of which he speaks. If he were the 
broad-minded atateaman that ho would have 
the people of Canada believe bim lo be, 
he would cheerfully adniil tiiat sooner or 
later the Dominion miisl have hail an out- 
let to tho Pacific coast and ibat circum- 
Btances are every day showing that tbe out- 
lot was not built a day too soon. He would 
alao grant that the Canadian I'licitlc was 
built for the whole Dominion, and for ihal 
matter the wbole Ivupire, and not for any 
particular pari of il. But udniiasioua in- 
dicative of a broad mind and a generous 
heart are not to be expeoted from Sir 
Kicbard Cartwright. He ia, in apite of hia 
wide experience itnd his culture, little 
better than a pariah poliiician.

Tho ilispoail ion of 
tbe other $S,,')00,l)00 of stock ia nol ox|)lainod 
by Iho diapalcbeH, but it is probably to go 
to Nicaragua and Coata Rica in accordance 
wilb Iho af^rL'oiiifiiil under which tho right 
of way for llu! canal was secured. T'ho 
dircutora aro lo bo eleven in number, ono 
named by the present atookholdera, ono each 
by Nicaragua and Goata Rioa and tho re- 
maining eight by the United States Govern- 
ment. Tho company is to build the canal 
by isaning bonds to tlio amount of $70,000,- 
ilOO, principal and interest guaranteed Dy 
tho United Stiiteu, the guarantor to bo 
secured by a first mortgage on tho whole 
property. Added to these main foaturea 
aro proviaioiia for tho protection of the gov- 
ornniout from fraud. 

It is to be hopod that Congreaa will see its 
way to pass this bill. The way in which it 
has huDg fire hitherto ia to many inoompre-

THE RULERS OF THE REPUBLIO. 

Some idea can bo formed of tho way in 
whioli tho Wilson bill was cut and carved 
in tbe Senate from tho fact that no fewer 
than (i!)l anicndnionta were made to it in 
that body. It ia also openly and boldly said 
that a large number of tbe Senators were 
influenced in their opposition to the Wilson 
bill, not by a desire to benefit their country 
or to revive trade, but to fill thoir own pock- 
eta by speculating in tho stock market and 
working for rings and ayndicaloa. If ihia ia 
true the destiny of the " Great Republic" ia 
tbe bands of a most ignoble 
and mercenary aet of men— men, too, some 
of whom obtained their positions not by the 
free vote of their follow cili/.ona, but by 
political intrigue and ulmoat uudidguiaod 
corruption. 

Mr. Wilson and hia fellow Democrats in 
tho House of Representatives must feel it 
oxoeodingly galling to find thoir efforts to 
reform tho tarifl' thwarted by men who are 
the reproBent/itivea, not of tho electors, but 
of political clif^uoa and commerci.»l truata. 
He must have had this fact in bis mind's eye 
when he composed the following paragraph 
of the apeeoh wbioh he delivered on Thurs- 
day last: 

After the American people have given us 
Llio responsibility, it remains to be seen if 
wo will use the power to fulfil their man- 
date. The bill whioh passed the house was 
not only approved, prepared and voted U r 
by those who are ininiodiatcly chosen tor 
vanta of the taxpayers of thie oouniry, but 
it baa olllcially been oudoraed by tho I'res: 
dent, who waa choacn by th( m to carry out 
this great reform of tbe lariM'. Thua every 
part uf tho machinery of tbe United .States 
government to-day derivii g ita authority 
from the direct vole of Ibo American people 
baa endorsed the echenie of larilf refcr:n 
proposed hero and carried through this 
house. 

There waB a time when the American 

people wen- justly proud of their Senate. In 
it were found tho ablest, moat eloquent, tho 
pureat and the moat patriotic men in the 
United Statca ; man who woro revered by 
tho whole people, and who deaerved their 
reverence. It ia very seldom now that a 
Senator ia mentioned with pride or even re- 
spect. Tho whole body aeema to have de- 
generated. If it atill contains able states- 
men and high-minded citizms, very little is 
hoard of them.

" The events of my trip at Golden and 
Bovelatoke, I see, have been already told to 
newspaper readers both by the Hon. Mr. 
Turner, who was with me at the outset and 
did such good service in dealing with mut- 
ters concerning the provincial Baancee, and 
by your norroapondente. To tako up what 
happened aubai (juently, on tho niorninK of 
Friday, the l.'ith inat., I went down to 
Nakusp, being followed by Mr. Kitchen and 
Mr. Sword, as well aa Mr. lirown, tho 
candidate in oppoaltiou to Mr. Kel- 
lio in that conatituor.cy— Wcat Koote- 
nay North. Somo of Mr. lirowu'a 
frienda alao camo along. I held n meetirg 
at Nakuap at about '2 o'clock on Friday 
afternoon, with a good ottondanco. Mr. 
Sword spoke on behalf of tho oppnaition. 
Mr. Kitchen waa ulao there but declined to 
apeak, though luvitod to do ao. On tho re- 
turn trip 1 heard that after I loft ho had 
given a characteriatic addreap, roundly aa- 
sailing the governmont, but liiat iio had been 
called to time by hia audlonco, who very 
pertinently aaked why he had not made tho 
attack when I waa preeent to sjieak for the 
government. On I'liday night 1 went by 
tho Nakuap & .Slocan railway to within 
ubou', three milea of Slocan lake, at that 
time tho end of tho track, which, however, 
is by thia time probably complolod to tho 
lake. This is tho road which, despite the 
fact of its present virtual completion as far 
as Slocan lake, some of the opposition dur- 
ing the campaign said would not be finished 
this year, the governmont of oouroe being 
held responsible for tho alleged failure to 
finish It. 

I got to Now Denver on a little atoamer 
early Saturday moining,[and remained there 
all day. Mr. Sword hud oomo too. This 
place is in the South riding of West Koot- 
enay, where Mr. Buchanan and Mr. Hume 
were tho candidates. At New Denver it 
was made very evident that in the contest 
for the seat the question of tho government 
was left out, the fight seemingly being en- 
tirely between the individuals on personal 
rather than political issaea. Wo had a good 
meeting, Mr. Sword and I both speaking to 
an attentive Budicnco. Tho following morn- 
ing, making an early atart, I rode up to tho 
Slocan Star mine, in company with liyron 
White and Mr. Mann, two of tho owners. 
Thia ia really a wonderfu pioperly, and 
(juite cornea up to the glowing deacripliona 
which have ao often been given of it. There 
ia a auccea.Hion of tunnels extending up 
perhapa I'J.'i feet, wirh roofa fairly glisten- 
ing with the bhining metal. Several thou- 
sand tons of tho ore are now awaiting the 
completion of the Nakuop A: Slocan railway 
for shipment, and the supply in tho mine 
apiieara to be ainiply inexhaustible. 

" Next viailiug Three Forka I went from 
there by wagon road to KhhIo, where on 
Monday, at 10 a.ni , I held iiiiother political 
meeting witii .Mr. .Sword again ufl tho chief 
speaker on the other side. 1 )irect ly a f tor 
tliia meeting I went to Nelaeii, where I 
arrived eumewhat l.vte but in time to attend 
a public meeting called by .\Ir. Hume and 
presided over by .Mr. liigeln iv. I waa ac- 
corded tho right to give an addreai between 
ppeeches directed against thu government, 
and though time did not permit oi my enter- 
ing exhtuBtively into tho subject tho 
audience seemed to appreciate what 
they did hear, and iho meeting 
paesed oil very harmonioualy. On poll- 
ing day, as you know, the government 
canilidato was not elected, Mr. Humoeecur- 
i:;g u nu'i irlty, and In the evening there 
was ({uite u big celebration in Nelson, 
after the result of the count was made 
known. About seventy- five or so of Mr. 
Hume's supporters visited ma during the 
ciuree of the BfTa'r, headed by Mr. Bige- 
low, tho chairman of the meeting of the 
previouo evening. They called upon me for 
a speech, and after I bad responded, they 
touk cc:aaion to assure me that there was 
IK) political significance whatever in the 
majority polled for Mr, Hume, and that the 
defeat of Mr. Buchanan was oo ooademna- 
tion of the government, with which on the 
whole they expressed themselves as well 
contented. Tno election, it was Stated in 
Bpeeciies by Mr. liigulow ond Others, which 
were appl uul -d to the echo, had been con- 
ducted on n.oroly personal grounds, and tho 
depulaiion wuuiiil up with three hearty 
cheeraforihe govt roment, for Mr. Ifume, 
and for tl:., ciefr'.'ed .-uidahite. 

"At tho on set, on leaving Wui.ouver 
tho little cro '.\ d of op|ji)~ii inn .imli." 1 be.ir- 
erM who were going fnrlh to viui'iui:di the 
government in the eonhtit uencdt t which had 
not ytit [lolled, ^vere re<; living te'lvLaaina 
every now and then anniniiiuing (ippiiailion 
auuceiises, lirat Tully Hoyc' in N'aiMiiiii), 
then .\lel.ceiio in C irilioo, hut aa theoo ro 
port.s were one by one aluMvn lo ho faleethcy 
abandoned thia jilan of cjni|jaign. Tho dia- 
triota whicli I visited 1 found to ho every- 
where largely in favor of the government, in 
fact there waa no aurioua complaint any- 
whore. In Si<uili Kudtenuy I found cimi- 
[ilaintH that 1 he NaliuHp & Slocan railway 
company had been paying their men iu time 
chocks which it was alleged they could make 
nee of only at a considerable discount 
Though thia was not a matter for which the 
government could well be held responsible, 
I made inquiry into it, and waa aasurod 
that with two or three exceptions, arising 
from the stoppage of communication by the 
winter weather or tho floods, tho company 
had had regular pay daya on the lOth or 
l.'ith o[ each month, when they paid In cash, 
time chocks being iauued prinol- 
[lally for the payment of Ihoao 
who ijuit work betwouii |iay diya. 
It waa alno repreaentoil to iiie that 
tho collect inn of debla by legal prnceaa waa 
found to b t nuiro dillicult than might bo on 
account of tho infrci|uenoy of tho vinita of 
tho county court judgo. A vnry general 
deairo waa expreseed for t'lio enactment of a 
moat'uro Hiinilar to that introduced by ino in 
l8S(i, known as I he small dehia act. 1 iironi- 
iaed to oinaidcr tho propriety of re- 
introducing thia statute, which it will bo re- 
meinben (1 wan repeilid in bS'.li) owing in the 
linil phi CO til the i|ueatioiii) raised aa to its cou- 
nt it ui imiality and abuHoa [triaing in tho 
udminiatrutiou of the act, and secondly, to 
the fact of county court judgea being 
appointed throughout the province, which 



it was thought rondnred tho act no longer 
necessary. I am deoldtdly of the opinvcn 
that some Byatcin i-uoh aa that provided 
under the small dehti net ia llio most 
acceptable and buainess like way of pro- 
viding for tho collection of small aiiiouutB in 
regions auoh ua tho Kootenays. 

" Ono remarkablo fact in connection with 
tho elnotioiia ia tho small hold which the 
'joctional isQuea raiaed by ono party 
obtained in diatricta where they wero 
expected to bo all-powerful. 'J'hn de- 
mand for a united mainland ugainat a 
united iaiund signally failed, ami found 
little if any sympathy iu tho regions 1 tra- 
versed. In fact, in tho very district where 
tho aectional ciy was ruined and moat 
vehemently urged tho narrow majoritiea in 
tho city of New Woatmiuater and in tho rid- 
ing of Chilliwuck show in the moat unmls- 
takoablo manner that the sense of those im- 
portant, constituenolea was against the 
agitation, 

" From Nelson I came back over tho Nel- 
son & Fort Shoppard railway to Wancta, 
and then took tho aleamer Columbia, going 
down paat tho boundary lino and then re- 
turning, making the trip up lo Revdatoko 
there lo moot the wcat hound train duo to 
puaa on Thiiriduy afternoon at five o'clock. 
Tho train waa doiainod at Uovolatoke owing 
to buah tires until the following morning, 
but the trip to the coast waa made without 
further incident."

'Sontli Sea Islanders to Siogr at St 
Andrew's Cathedral— Centennial 
Anniversary. 



A Sermon to the Soldiers at St. 
Saviour's Church-Other An- 
nonueements. 

It is impoBuiblo to make an absolutely ao- 
•arate forecast of the total pack of aalmon 
this sesBOD, bat fcom advloea received up to 
the .present time from every fishing point 
on the coast it is safe to predict that the 
pack will bo fully ono-third less than that of 
last year. The quality, however, will bo 
excellent, nothing but the aockeyo aalmon 
being put up ; and from sovoral causes 
prices will be from 16 to 20 per cent, higher 
than last year. 

On the Fraser river, where 75 per cent, of 
tho Utitish Columbia catch is secured, the 
tluh have as yet hardly commenced to lun. 
Whether tho immense amount of frcah water 
oonsequeut on the recent floods has carried 
with it dbbris objectionable to tho fiah it is 
impossible to say, but comparing tho catch 
up to thu present with that of tho corres- 
ponding period of last year, the falling off 
in tho number ot fish caught has been fully 
50 per cent. 

On tho Skeena river, where last Boason 10 
per cent, of tho British Columbia pack wm 
secured, this season ia about up to tho uvtr 
age, and the cannera expect to send down 
some 60,000 caaea. At lUvora Inlet, the 
Niiuiu C-iuning Co., haa gone out of business, 
but the othera expect to do bettor than laat 
yuar. Ou tho Kaas, at Lowe Inlet and at 
Alert 15:iy, tho catch ao far hua boon inaigni- 
fjoact, ana their puck will not cut a very 
proniinent ligure in the rolurna. 

Laat year tho total output of tho Britiah 
Columbia oanneriea waa ijOO,'J'29 caaea, and 
from present indications tho aouaon which 
ends on Auguet 25 of thia year will see aboi\t 
-4(10,000 c»3ea reiuly for the market. 

A oun.biaalion of tho big London biiy( rs 
haa been formed to purchase tho entire rut 
out of tho Coiat, but i i ia douljtiul whoLhor 
thry can aucceed in their object. At the 
tirac intimation of a pool being formed 
prices hardened everywhere, and in London 
sihnon went up nominally aixpenco a case. 
The tirat move of tho combination wua the 
purchaso from the Alaska Packing Co. of 
large linea of last year'a and Ihia aeaaon'a 
oatoh at ISahillinga per case, the intention 
evidently being to foice the rtot of the can- 
neries to join iho ring. 

Kobt. Ward&Uo , Ltd., who lait year han- 
dled 132,241 oases, or about 25 per cent, of 
the whole British Columbia pack, havo ad- 
vised their London principals that it would 
bo unwise to enter the combination, as the 
Eiotern market is dull, with few transac- 
tions, and the Australian trade, though 
showing an increased demand, is still very 
small. They consider that this season's 
pac !, being if excellent quality and limited 
i:i (juaotiiy, will naturally command a fair 
price on its merits without being forced up 
in the market by the formation of a pool.

A .NUN ABDUCTED. 

She Is Forcibly Taken by Her Brother From 
a Convent in Uancbeeter, N. II. 

Masciikster, N.H., July 21.— The city 
wiB thrown into a state of great excitement 
jJCiterday afternoon by the forcible abduc- 
tion of a nun on Elm street, the main 
thoroDghfare of the city. The kidnapping 
took pla^e In front of the Kennard, the big- 
gest business block in town, and was wit- 
hy (hounHuda of people, hundreds of 
whom followed the kidilapper and his vic- 
tim to the passenger station uttering threats 
of the direst character. Nearly four years 
ago there came to this city from Lowell a 
d*rk»haited and b?»utiful ynung woman 
namfd Mary Fay. Her parents are among 
the WBaliblest Catholic residents of Lowell, 
and her brother, Hon. Peter A. Fay, is a 
leader of the Middlesex county bar. 

The victim was Miss Mary Fay, aged 23, 
and her rbtluotor was her lawyer brother. 
When tho young woman oatne to Man- 
chcatiT she enterfd the celebrated oollece 
attached to Mount St. M»ry'« convent. She 
bcciinui imbued with a desire to become a 
nun and retire from the world in tho local 
convent. She bus been pursuing a course of 
teaching of a year and a half at the Man- 
chenter training school with this point in 
view, and having graduated thia term ahr 
on Monday took tho white veil ats being the 
firat step in the course slie had iimrUed uul 
lor herself. 

Her relutivea have been (lotormincd (lur- 
ing all thia time t hat she ahould not enter 
tho convent, and her brother has been par- 
ticularly bitter, compelling her on a recent 
ocjuaion, it ia said, to aign a protni«o thai 
ahe would never thus inimcilato herself. In- 
asmuch aa the pronjine was in ido under 
dureas, ahe did not regard it aa binding, and 
on Monday turned her back on her fanuly 
and joined the icslitution to which ahe had 
dedicated her life. This seemed to madden 
her brother, and ho dotormiued to euro her 
of her folly, aa ho evidently viewed it, peace 
fully if he could, forcibly if ho must, Ao 
Oordlngly he put in an appearance at the 
con vent J esterday anddcmandedan audionc] 
with his sister, saying that their mother had 
come to thia oity from Lowell with him and 
was lying at the offices of the Granite State 
Provident Association ia a dead faint. An 
other brother is employed by this aasooi 
ation, which gave an air of plausibility to 
the story. 

The sisters procured a carriage and in 
company with another nun. Miss Fay 
started for the Kennard, where the Granite 
State Provident is located. When they 
reached the sidewalk in front of the build 
ing Fi.y waa there. Mr. Fay grasped his 
aimer mound tho waiat, snatoh<>d her bodily 
from tht; hiAcl; and ahoutcid " ^^lllr moth 
is dead or ia dying, but hho ia not hero ; blin 
ia at Ikphh; in Lowell, where yon are goinj. 
The young woma» endeavoicil loahukooir 
her cupt.or, but it waa no uao. Ho cluicluul 
her (irmly by th'! arm and atarled down 
Stark r' eet toward tlio di^pot.
